The weather was warme, and with- 
out atty grear ſheve of diſtemperature, 
only the skye waxed by degrees a little 
gloomy , yet-not fo darkned bur thar 
the Sunneſtill and aton, by the power 
of the brightneſle, brake through the 
thickeclouds, and madethem giue way 
tothe Maicſty of his bcames. 

A gentle gale of wind chet bloyy. 
ing from berweenetheWeſFand North. 
weſt ; in an inflantwas heard, firſt a 
hideous rumbling in the Ayre, and 
pn afrer followed a ſtrange and 

arcfull peale of Thander, rmnoing 
vp and downetheſe parts of the Conn. 
- frcy, burieſtrake with the loudeſt vio- 
lence, and more furioustcaring of the 
Ayreabourt aplace called The whits Horſe 
b#0, chan inanyorther. The whole order 
of this thunder, carried akind of Maie- 
ſticall ſtare with it, for it maintayned 
(ro the - affrigbred Beholders ſermine ) 
CG the. 
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(1+) 
the faſhion of a fought Batcaile, 

Ir begannethus : Eirlk , for an o-ſer, 
went 07 one great Canon as it w:rcof 
thunder alone, like a warning Pegceto 
therelt, that w:re ra fallow. Then a 
litcle whileatcer , was heard a ſecond ; 
and ſo by degrees a third, vnullche 
number of zo. wzre diſcharged(or there 
abouts ) in very good ord.r, thougl 
in very great terror... | 

IMſ\ome licle diltance of tims.aftcr 
this, was audibly heard the ſound of a 
Drum beating a Retreace.. Amonglt 
all cheſe angry peales, thot. of from 
Heauen ;thisbegat a wonderful admis- 
ration, that attheend of the report of 
cucry cracke, or Caunon-thundering , a 
hizzing Noyſc made way through the 


- Ayre, not vnlike the flying of Bullets 


from the mouthes of great Ordnance: 


| Andbyrhewdgementof all the ecrror- 


ſricken witneſles., they were Thunder 
bots. For one of them was ſcene by 
maiy people, to-fall at a place called

Bawlkin Greene, becing a mile and a 
halte trom Harford : Which Thusder-bol 
was by one Miltris Greene, cauſcd to 
be digged out of the ground, ſhebcing 
an cye-witneſſeamonglt many other, of 
the manner of thefalling. 

The forme ofthe Stone is three-ſquare, 
and picked in the end : In colour ourt- 
wardly blackilh, ſome-whar like Iron: 
Cruſted over with that blackneſleabour 
the thickne ſſeof a ſhilling + Within, itis 
ſotr, of a gray colour, mixed with ſome 
kind of minerall, ſhining like ſmall 
pecces of glaſle. | 
- This Srone brake in thefal: Thewhole 
pecce 15in weightnineteene pound and 
a halfe : Thegreater peccethar fell off, 
weigheth fiuepound, which with other 
{malipceces beingpur together, make 
fourcand«wenty pound and better. 

Arthe hearing ofthis horrid Thunder, 
all men {eſpecially"abour. Sheffingron) 
werelo terrified, that they fell ontheir 
knees, and not onely. thought ; bur 
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(16). 
ſayd, that verilythe day of Judgement was 
com:. Neyther did chelefeares rake hold 
oaly of the people, buteuen Beaſts had 
theſelfe-lame feeling and apprehenſion 
of danger, running. yp and dowac, 
and bellowing,as if they had bin mad. 

Icisinthe Countrey credibly repor- 
ted, that ſome other Thunder-/tones hauc 


| binfound in otherplaces : Bar for cer- 


cainty , there was onetaken vp at Let- 
comb:,and is now in thecultody of che 
Shriefe. 
Many do conſtantly aftirme, that the 
ſhapcot a Mn, beating of 4 Drum, was 
viſtoly feenciathe Ayre, buc this wee 
leauc to prooue. 

- Ochers reporetharhe, who digged 
vpthe Szane in Bawikin Greens, was as 
thacin(tanc ftriexen lame, but (Godbee 


thanked) there is noſuch maccer.
